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VBT DDA going out for bids on fence 
demolition, installation of new fence

The Belleville Road fence project in 
the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development District is moving forward. 

At its regular meeting Oct. 22, the DDA 
voted to approve services of a registered 
landscape architect and to advertise for 
bids for the removal of the old fence and 
replacement with a new fence. 

The DDA also voted to be responsible for 
the care and maintenance of the new fence 
until the VBT DDA ceases to exist. 

Bids are expected to be due and opened 
in November. This process is not to exceed 
$6,000. 

The old bent and poison-ivy-covered 
cyclone fence with barbed wire will be 
replaced with a six foot, wood-simulated, 
reinforced tongue and grooved vinyl fence 
the color of tree bark, called “Frontier 
Blend.” 

The bid will include removal of existing 
vegetation and tree pruning to allow for 
installation of the new fence in the same 
location as the existing chain link fence in 
the Wayne county right of way. 

Jim Allen, landscape architect from 
McKenna and Associates presented a 
landscape plan for review. The plan now 
includes one property south of Harmony 
Lane and one property north of Sunrise 
along the Belle Harbor subdivision. 

The plan describes an inventory of small 
elm trees and also noted that up to three 
quarters of the fence is covered in poison 
ivy. 

The new fence is described as wind- 
resistant, able to withstand wind gusts up 
to 115 mph for seven seconds, and steady 
70 mph winds. 

So far, the DDA has spent $4,778 on the 
project. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said she sent letters to 11 residents whose 
property abuts the fence. She said she 
received calls thanking the DDA for 
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pursuing this project and heard from one 
resident that was opposed to the fence. 
She said, eventually, this resident, Charles 
Tackett, called DDA vice chairman Craig 
Atchinson and said he is behind the project 
100%. 

Ireland and Atchinson recently attended 
a Belle Harbor Home Owners Association 
meeting, with the group voting 15 yes and 
4 no to replace the fence. 

Ireland first proposed the project last 
November after receiving complaints from 
residents about the unsightly fence. 

Bechtel, who was not at that meeting and 
missed several others at the beginning of 
2013, voiced his opposition to the project 
and read a statement into the minutes.

Fielder also thanked voters for 
their support, adding he’s glad people still 
have confidence that he can do it.

Detlor Insurance packs boxes for ‘Operation Christmas Child’

For the last eight years, the staff at 
Detlor Insurance in Belleville has been 
taking part in a holiday project called 
“Operation Christmas Child.” 

The project sends shoebox presents to 
needy children around the world — and 
reminds them of the real meaning of 
Christmas. 

Duane Detlor said throughout the year 
staff members at the insurance agency 
purchase, with their own resources, 
toothpaste when it’s on sale, socks, T- 
shirts, underwear, tennis balls, calculators, 
games, and whatever else they can come 
up with — all in volume. 

They know the Christmas box could be 
the only thing a child receives this Christian 
holiday, so they try to make it special. 

Last week after packing 48 shoeboxes, 
the Detlor Insurance company paid to send 
them off to Operation Christmas Child so 
they could be distributed through churches 
and ministries. The donation is $7 per box 
to help with the shipping and handling.

Bechtel said this is not something the 
DDA should do. He said it goes against 
the charter and primarily benefits only 
11 residents, adding everything the DDA 
does is for the infrastructure and for the 
beautification of the entire community. 

He said he is terribly fearful of the 
legal ramifications when the DDA starts 
monkeying around these people’s fences. 

He said he had the exact same situation 
with a 350-home subdivision. Someone 
that was there before them put up a fence. 
He did everything they said. It was a two- 
year nightmare on his own property and 
they never stopped complaining. 

“We open up a precedence for people in 
this community to say: ‘You did that for 
them to beautify. Well, how about me?’” 

He continued, “Wait until these people 
figure out that we are spending $60,000 to 
$70,000 for these 11 people’s fences.” 

Chairman Jere Dolph asked for comments 
from other directors. 

Ireland said a number of people in the 
community said the current fence looks 
terrible driving into the City of Belleville. 

“This is supposed to be our Downtown 
Corridor and it looks like crap,” she said. 
“All the trees are falling on the fence.” 

She said a tree had fallen on the fence and 
no one could tell who was responsible for 
removing it. She had Wade Trim engineers 
do a survey to determine where the fence 
is located. 

She said it is in the Wayne County right of 


Each box gets a barcode, so the boxes can 
be followed online as they make their way 
to children around the globe. 

“So often the news is negative,” said 
Detlor, explaining why he agreed to tell 
his company’s positive story that they have 
kept quiet until now. 

“If we tell our story, others might be 
inspired to do something positive, too,” he 
said. 

Besides Duane, his sister DeAn Detlor 
and brother Kevin Detlor, others on the 
staff that take part in the program are Kelli 
Hamilton, Sue English, and Mary Bradley. 

Operation Christmas Child, a project of 
Samaritan’s Purse, has been in existence 
since 1993 and has delivered present boxes 
to 100 million disadvantaged children in 
130 countries.

way, which is in the DDA district. Ireland 
said the fence promotes an image. 

Atchinson said, legally, it’s up to the 
county, but the county is giving the DDA 
approval to do something on its property. 

The DDA discussed the issue of eminent 
domain and people claiming to have 
maintained the property for a period of 
time. 

Atchinson said if that should occur, the 
township could reassess the property and 
their taxes. 

Ireland said she has told the residents 
many times, in all of her correspondence, 
that the fence is in the county right of way. 

DDA member Mark Laginess said that 
Ireland said this doesn’t violate the charter 
and the precedence that it’s setting is of 
the beautification it is going to add in an 
important area. He asked if the DDA has 
legal documentation necessary in the event 
that someone does challenge them. 

DDA member Carol Bird said it’s an 
eyesore and replacement really has to be 
done. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs, who sits 
on the DDA, said she thinks this will be a 
huge improvement to the look coming into 
the township or coming into the city, or 
when you’re going out of the city, “You’re 
still going past that.” 

Supervisor Combs said she thinks it will 
greatly improve the aesthetics, adding, “I 
understand, Mr. Bechtel, because it doesn’t 
matter if you hang them with a new rope, 
you’re still hanging them. People are going 
to complain, regardless. They are the

Van Buren Board 

wrestles with ‘two 
dead subdivisions’ 


After a lengthy discussion on Monday 
at its work/study session, the VBT Board 
of Trustees agreed to discuss its “two dead 
subdivisions” again at another work/study 
session on Nov. 18 and have the issue on 
the Nov. 19 agenda for possible action. 

At issue are two of the township’s 
Planned Residential Developments that 
failed: Phase 4 of Country Walk, plus part 
of its Phase 3, and Victoria Park. 

The lots that were not built as promised 
by the original developers for the two 
subdivisions were bundled and bought by 
SR Jacobson, who don’t want to follow the 
PRDs they did not negotiate. 

Jeff Gibbs and Bradley Scobel of SR 
Jacobson were at Monday’s meeting and 
they explained why they didn’t want to 
incur the expense of paving Martinsville 
Road and putting in bike paths that were 
part of the original Country Walk PRD. With 
Victoria Park, they disagree on a guaranty 
bond for water/sewer infrastructure, but 
otherwise are in agreement with VBT on 
that project. 

The question is should the township drop 
requirements it once negotiated so it can 
get the subdivisions reactivated? And, are 
the longtime residents of Country Walk 
being shortchanged with alterations to the 
PRD that they have depended on? The new 
owners of the lots want to get building 
permits and start building. The township is 
deciding what to do. There has been a hint 
of a law suit. Tough times. 
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Although the official count isn’t sealed 
and delivered yet, the current count of 
students in the Van Buren Public Schools 
is 5,224. 

Pam Johnson, assistant to the 
superintendent, said the Official Count is 
determined 30 days after this year’s Oct. 
2 Student Count Day and after the count’s 
audit is complete. So, the number will take 
a while to certify. 

On Sept. 23 a preliminary student count 
of 5,221 was announced and now we have 
3 more than that. 

Last spring the count was 5,187 and fall 
a year ago was 5,314. The budget for 2013- 
14 was laid out expecting about 120 fewer 
students in the blended rate. The blended 
rate is determined by numbers at the fall 
and spring counts. 

The state payment per student is $7,372.

You 
may be sent to Kmart to see if the restrooms 
are clean and if there are enough employees 
on hand. After your report on that, they send 
you to check out Western Union. 

That’s when the scam with the checks 
begins, where you can lose money. He 
said they send four different emails before 
getting to the real scam part. 

John, who says he is a skeptic at heart, 
said people should Google the Secret 
Shopper to get a phone number to call to 
check on things, not use the phone number 
on the fake web site. 

He said he and Pam Ruff, a real Secret 
Shopper, are contacting the legitimate 
Secret Shopper group to suggest they may 
want to change the looks of their website, 
since it has been copied.

State Police SWAT to help them with the 
shooter in a house on Elwell Road last 
week?

minority and I think, overall, it’s good for 
the township. The DDA is trying to bring 
business and people into the township.” 
DDA member Mark Laginess asked if 
the DDA had anything in writing from the 
residents giving the DDA their blessing. 
Ireland said the letters that went out to 
the residents were drafted by the township 
attorney. 
“Tm in favor,” Atchinson said. 
“This is why we’re here tonight. To 
discuss these factors,’ said Chairman 
Dolph.

Question from Terry in Milan: I just 
recently bought a home Up North and am 
listing my home for sale down here. I filed 
for the principal residence home exemption 
on my new home. Do I have to rescind 
my principal residence exemption on my 
current home here? And, when do I have 
to do it by? 

Answer: Terry, if you have your home 
here listed with a Realtor and you do not 
have your home here rented or occupied 
by anyone, you can file a form with the 
Assessor’s office. The form is called 
a Conditional Rescission of Principal 
Residence Exemption (PRE). You must file 
the form at your local Assessor’s office in 
the city or township that the home listed 
for sale is. 

You will also need to attach a copy of 
the Realtor MLS listing. You must do this 
by Dec. 31 in order to receive the Principal 
Residence Exemption for next year — 2014. 
You can continue this process each year for 
three years, by filing each year if your home 
for sale is still listed and has not sold. 

This law was to help residents who 
bought another home in MICHIGAN and 
were in the process of selling their previous 
home. Per the requirements of this law, 
you are able to keep Homestead/Principal 
Residence Exemption on both homes.
